fare from Ogden to Denver was $22 50, 
and there was no difficulty in disposing of 
the ticket to a scalper or a traveler.

WASHINGTON. May 12.—Senator Jonei 


spoke of the general unrest prevailing 
throughout the country.

many alter the war with France as having 
inflicted greater evils on her pecple than her 
armies inflicted on France and said when 
it began to havo its effect a ventuble hi- 
gira on the German population began to 
take place. 
If surprise is felt at the 


selfish working of the privileged classes 
in Enropo in the demonetization of silver, 
what, he asked, was to be said in defense 
ot the United States remonetizmg silver? 
No such acts of folly and injustice have 
ever been perpetrated by representatives of 
a free people. It had proved prolific of 
enforced idleness, poverty 
and misery. 


No better remedy could be applied than the 
absolute reversal of that legislation and 
putting back the monetary system of the 
country to what it was before 1873. 


In regard to the bill pending befote the 


Senate Jones said he had reported it from 
the. Committee on Finance but it did not 
fully reflect bis views regarding the relation 
which silver should bear to tbe monetary 
circulation cf the country or world. He 
declared himself at pi I times and in all 
places the firm and unwavering advocate of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
In view, however, of the great diversity of 
the views prevailing on the subject and the 
possibility that by reason of such diversity 
the session of Congress might terminate 
without affording the country any relief 
from the baleful and bedumbmg effects of 
the demonetization o! silver he had joined 
with tbe other membeis of the committee 
in reporting the bill. He held himself free 
to vote for any 'amendment that might be 
offered which might tend to make the bill 
a more perfect measure of relief and that 
might be more in consonance with his in- 
dividual conditions. 


As it was probable that nine-tenths of 


the business of America depended in ooe 
form or other on credit, any system which 
made dollars of a debt more valuable at the 
date of payment than at date of borrowing, 
was a sjstem of robbery. He warmly de- 
fended the (liver miners from the charge 
of selfishness in desiring the remonetization 
of silver. 


At the suggestion of Teller, Jones post- 


poned finishing his speech nntil to-norrow, 
and the Senate adjcnrced.
